Been Last Evening, 

The N. S. N. F. meeting last evening at the 
V. M. G. A. Building turned out to be aD. . 
(dreadful fizzie). To suit the convenience of 

thousanas of working people who pour out 
the down-town stores, factories, and work- 
shops at 6 o’clock that hour was fixed on as 


the time for tme gathering at Farwell Hall. 


By five minutes past 6 there were nine people 
in the ball, counting four reporters. A 
message was sent to Mr. Snowden to 
hurry up and bring three more reporters 
so as to make up a fulidozen.

This was shown eonspicu- 
ously in the case of Exgieston, 
who. changed a million bushels of wheat 
Tuesday by selling August and ouying July at 
1% cents difference. The elevator charges be- 
ing 1% cents he would only have & cent for 
insurance and interest.

AN ELEVALED RAILROAD, 


It Is Said Its Line Will Be in the Alley Be- 
tween State Street and Wabash Avenue 
and Run Through Hyde Park. 

“Speaking of street-car projects,“ said Ald. 
Dixon, the next one we will have before us 
is for an elevated railroad. The promoters of 
this scheme have been fishing about for a year 
or more for a route, and at last they seem to 
have struck on the alleyway between Wabash 
avenue and State street as just the one.

The Indiana, W & Western Goes 
Into the Hands of a Receiver. 

_INDIANAPOLI8, Ind., July 1.—)Special.j— The 
Indiana, Bloomington & Western Railroad bas 
succumbed to the strain upon its resources by 
an unprofitable lease, and today Judge Gresb- 
am directed C. E. Henderson, General Man- 
ager, to take charge of its affairs as receiver. 
This movement was voluntary on the part of 
the management, not on account of demands 
by creditors. The formal proceedings were 
based on the suit of James Hurd, a New York 
judgment creditor for about $40,000, asking 
for a receiver, but this matter could have 
been easily settied and compromised had 
it not been for a more serious complica- 
tion, which Mr. C. W. Fairbanks, solicitor 
of the company, set forth as follows: Since 1881 
the Indiana, Bloomington & Western Company 
have been lessees and operators of the Cin- 
cinnati, Sandusky & Cleveland Railroad, pay- 
ing for it an annual rental of about $310,000. 
Under a strict construction of the lease the 
Cincinnati, Sandusky & Cleveland people in- 
sist that they are entitled to an increase in the 
annual rental of about $70,000 a year, which 
the lessees cou'd not pay. The Indiana, 
Bloomington & Western system consists 
of the Peoria Division from Indianapolis 
to Peoria, 212 miles; the Eastern Division from 
indianapolis to Springfield, O., 139 miles: the 
Cincinnati, Sandusky & Cleveland (by lease) 
from Columbus to Sandusky by way of Spring- 
field, 171 miles; and the Ohio Southern Division 
from Springfield to Weliston, 118 miles.

A GREAT DEAL OF TALK. 


Monaghan of the Switchmen’s Benevolent 
Association Makes a Statement Which 
President Newell Comments Upon— 
“Buck” McCarthy on Newell’s Action— 
Notes on the Strike. 

J. L. Monaghan, Grand Master of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association of the United 
States, and J. W. Drury, Vice Grand Master, 
have written a card explainmg thé cause of 
the Lake Shore strike. The reason of the ob- 
jection to the eight men against whom the 
fight is going on is, the writers claim, that in 
1881 every switchman in the city pledged his 
word to stand by his brothers in the contem- 
plated strike. Among the most enthusiastic 
of those who took the oath were the eight now 


in the grasp of the strikers, when, at a critical 
moment, these eight men returned to the Lake 
Sbore Company and by their action turned vic- 
tory into defeat. This, they say, was done to 
make themselves solid with the company. Ou 
account of the employment of these men the 
switchmen claim the business interests of this 
city have been affected, because they have in- 
curred the displeasure of every switchman 
with whom they have come in contact, and 
every obstacle has been placed in their way or 
in the way of employés working with them. 
Ta conclusion, the Grand Master says that it is 
the belief of nearly all the switchmen in 
Chicago that President Newell 16 trying to 


draw ali the switchmen in the city into the 


present strike. and that the switchmen depre- 
cate and copdemn all acts of violence and 
destruction of property,that have taken place.

Chamberlain, with the remembrance fresh in 
his mind of the great meeting at the town-ball, 
to which he appealed with conclusive success 
from the recent adverse vote of the National 
Liberal federation, did not believe ‘that 
the old representative did him justice. 
His . younger brother Arthur, no doubt 
at his instigation, forthwith formed the National 
Radical Union. A rival organization with head- 
quarters at Birmingham attempted to fill the 
place of Mr. Schnadhorst, who has freely 
shewn his strong disapproval of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s dissentient course. Mr. Broadhurst, of 
Rordesley division, one of the two Gladstone 
n.embers, resigned his seat ata significant time 
and sent his division in council a letter hinting at 
undue interference with his personal freedom.

But considered in its least serious aspect Glad- 
stone's loss is a ve one in the district which, 
after the last election, was pointed to as the 
stronghold of Liberalism. A very careful can- 
vass renders safe the assertion that the counties 
of Northumberland and D will go pretty 
nearly solid for Gladstone. 

In Northumberland are four county divisions 

boroughs. In the last Parliament all 
the former were represented by Liberals. Two 
boroughs, Newcastle and Morpeth, were in Lib- 
eral ands, and the remainin borough, 
Tynemouth, was carried by Conser- 
vatives with the aid of Irish votes. Altogether 
Northumberland has eight representatives in the 
House of Commons. The more extensively popu- 
lated Durham has sixteen. Ineach county is 
one large town which returns two mem 
bers. In the last Parliament Newcastle- 
on-Tyne was represented by Joseph Cowen, a 
distinguished Parliamentary orator, and by John 
Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland. Sunder- 
lahd sent to Westminster Samuel Story, a 
fierce Radical, and Mr. Gourley, who is supposed 
to represent the seafaring and commercial inter- 
ests. The.elections will result in some changes 
in both counties, but the two parties will sliare 
representation in the same unequal manner as 
they do at present. 

There are many interesting circumstances 
surrounding the Northumbrian contests. Take 
Newoastie, for example. Here Mr. Cowen has 
withdrawn his long-established claim to its 
representation, having taken umbrage at the 
local Liberal association, which never paid to 
him all the deference he considers his right.

sentative of the Government. He is associated 
in the contest with James Craig, merchant. 


Each Newcastle elector can vote for two candi- | 


dates—that is, he can split a vote between two 
of the men he desires to return to Parliament. 


However, the Liberal vote so far predominates 
in Newcastle that the return of Craig and Mor- 
ley is tolerably secure. In opposition to them 
there is a rather curious combination of inter- 
ests. The Liberal ‘Unionists brought out 
Sir William Armstrong. He is the founder 
and chief of the great works at Ellswick, which 
employ between 2,000 and 3,000 men, and every 
legal means is in use to induce Ellswick work- 
men to vote for him. Among his chief support- 
ers are some hitherto leaders in the Liberal 
ranks. * 0 

The Newcastle Conservatives have chosen as 
their candidate Sir Matthew White Ridley, a 
local land-owner and representative of one 
of the oldest Northumbrian families and 
a member of the late Conservative Government. 
The Conservative vote is to be\split between 
Sir Matthew and Sir William. Meantime Cowen 
is playing the dog-in-the-manger game. He owns 
the leading newspaper in the borough, and, 
While he supports the principle of home-rule, he 
backs up two anti-home-rule candidates. 

The next most exciting contest is proceeding 
in the neside Division of Northumberland. 
Albert Grey, nephew and heir of Earl 
Grey, represented the division in the last 
Parliament as a Liberal, but was o 
posed to the Government on the home-rule 
question. He now comes out as a Uhionist-Lib- 
eral, and has for an opponent in the Gladstonian 
interest W. Beaumont, the great land 
and mine owner, who, u to November 
last, sat in Parliament for thirty years. 
Beaumont’s supporters call Grey a Tory and 
turncoat, and revenge themselves by declining 
to listen to his speeches. He will receive 
the whole Conservative vote of the division, 
but the electors are mainly workingmen, 
and he will lose easily. Albert Grey has some 
control over the long purse of e 
Liberal-Unionist@# and has deen able to 
make three other contests in Northumber- 
land, beside that in which he himseif 
is engaged. He brought out the Hon. F. W. 
Lambton, a brother of Earl Durham, against 
his cousin, Sir Edward Grey, iu the Berwick di- 
vision. 


He fnduced his relative, Lord Melgund, an ut- 


terly unknown man, to fight Mcines for the 
Hexon Division, and put up the working 
miner against Charles Fenwick, the late 
representative of Wansbeck Division., All 
these contests are hopeless. The old 
members, all supporters of Gladstone, will go 
back to Parliament with large majorities. 
Thomas Burt, the leader of the Northumbrian 
pitmen, will not be opposed at Morpeth. This 
will be the only unopposed election in Northum- 
berland. | : 

At Tynemouth, represented in the last Parlia- 
ment by Donkin (Conservative), the Liberals 
failed to-get a local candidate and brought down 
from Loidon a young man named Raymond.

Chamberlain’s Danger—Historical Impor- 


tance of the Addresses, 

Lonpon, Julr 1.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. ] With regard to placing 
bimselt under police protection,.Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain says that, although he had re- 
ceived several anonymous threats, and had 
known that a section of the Fenians intended 
to make an attempt on his life, he was not dis- 
posed to give any heed to their menaces until 
the police took the matterin hand and thought 
it best to adopt ordinary precautions against 
assassination.

stand each other and to love each other. 
Then turning toward the crowd of officers in 
the adjoining salons, be said, with a signifi- 
cant smile: And we all ot us are ready at 
a moment's notice to pour out our biood fur 
France we so love and so adore.” 

Gen. Boulanger has attained enormous per- 
sonal influence in the army, and is now the 
Skobelei of France, He 1s oniy 49, is full of 
fun and energy, and has splendid military 
qualities.

The South Town Assessor Not Satisfied with 
the Returns Made to Him by the Bankers.

the South Town Assessor has completed the 

list of private bank assessments, He is not 
quite satisfied with it, but it is the best he could 
do. The officers of the banks made sworn re- 
turns of theif assessable assets, and he had to 
base the assessment on these statements. He 
does not believe they are accurate, and he 


thinks that it is a great injustice to other tax- 


payers that concerns which are immensely 
‘wealthy should pay so little towards the public 
expenditures as they do. National bankers 
have complained to bim about these assess 
ments. They have stated to him that the Mer- 
chants’: Loan & Trust Company, .the Interna- 
nonal Bank, and the Bank of Montreal, for in- 
stance, do as muca business as some of the 
leading National banks that are assessed at 
from $250,000 to $600,000, and some of the offi- 
cers of the National banks through which those 
so-calied private concerns do their clearing 
have expressed their astonishment at the re- 


turns made.

The Anarchists Advised to Use the Ballot 
as the Only Way to Save Their Leaders. 
Chicago Freie Presse, July 1: The publishers 

of the Arbeiter- Zeitung used to be enemies of 
the ballot. They told their readers not to con- 
sider the ballot as a means of agitation any 
longer, but to practice the use of firearms, the 
manufacture and use ot dynamite. But since 
the principal agitators bave been imprisoned 
and indicted for a capital crime their friends 
bave changed their tactics, and for some time 
the Arbeiter-Zettung has contained paragraphs 
like these: Workingmen, take out your 
citizen papers, or, Workingmen, arm 
youreelves with your naturalization papers. 
This change is explained by Dr. Ernst Schmidt 
as follows: “There is only one way 
left to save the prisoners and that is 
an energetic, resolute, and successful election 
campaign. It the State’s-Attorney gets a will- 
ing jury several sentences of death will be 
found and executed. The condemned men 
will doubtiess be hanged unless next fall an 
imposing number of votes is given for a clean, 
unimpeachable, independent workingmen’s 
ticket. Snould the verdict of the jury pro- 
nounce them guilty we shall ask a respit 
from the higher courts, and may be able to 
drag it along till after the election. But un- 
less many thousanaes then show that they back 
up the accused, they will still be the hang- 
man’s prey. For this reason the campaign 
should begin at once, and never relax till 
aiter Nov. 2. The time has come. If the 
workingmen fail to take my advice they will 
themselves hand over those whom they call 
their friends to the beadsman.“ If the An- 
archists think they cannot be saved except by 
such an agitation they might as well consider 
their cause lost even now.

WANT TO BE POLICEMEN. 


Out of 1,200 Applicants Only Sixty-five 
Finally Come Out Victorious Over All the 
Tests Applied. 

It is easy to make application to get on the 
police force, but filing the papers at headquar- 
ters is like laying aside the first dollar toward 
a million; the chances are that the end in view 
will never be reached. Within two weeks after 
the Council autborized an addition of fifty men 
to the force over 1,200 applications were made 
for the positions. Many of the applicants 
could not or did not receive the proper indorse- 
ments of their character; others found that 
they were mentally or physically unfit; and 
more changed their minds, or for some 
reason dropped out, only eighty reaching 
the point where their qualifications were 
tested. All of them were sei or 
passed on by Mayor Harrison. The aypplica- 
tons and indorsements were examined dy nim, 
and when he approved of the papers the appli- 
cant was sent for. The Mayor looked him 
over, and if he thought the man would make a 


good policeman he put his O K” on the

The Prussian State railways bave for some 
time past employed women as guards at cross- 
ings. In order to enable the main guards to 
give their whole attention to the good condi- 
tion of the roadbed, the service has been di- 
vided into two parts—namely: in track and 
crossing service. While, the former is only 
done by men, the latter, consisting chiefly of 
the closing and opening of bars and the light- 
ing and sweeping of crossings. is done by wom- 
en—in most cases either the wives or widows 
of guards.

THE NEW FIRE-BOAT. 


It Can Throw Fourteen Streams and Drown 
Out a Blazing Leamber-Yard in Short 
Order. 

Three weeks from bext Saturday it is ex- 
pected that the new fire-boat of the Chicago 
Department will be launched. The hull is 
finished and the planking was being laid on ber 
decks when a TRIBUNE reporter visited Miller 
Bros.’ shipyards yesterday. Everything is ready 
for the engines, boiler, and pumps, which will 
be in shape in a few days, and then, after the 
bed-plate for the engine bas been bolted into 
place, the boat will be launched. All of the 
work except the pumps has been let to Chica- 
go contractors, and ag Chief Swenie looked 
over the details yesterday he expressed the be- 
lief that Chicago would have the best fire- 
boat in the world when this one is 
put into service. There is a single 
“Scotch ” boiler, 11 feet 6 inches in diameter 
and 16 feet jong, which is big enough to fur- 
nish all the steam necessary to run umps and 
engines wide open simultaneously, and still 
bave plenty of reserve power, so that it will 
never under any circumstances have to be 
forced, The engine is a double one with high- 
pressure cylinders of 2)-inch stroke, and the 
screw is 8 feet in diameter, with a 12-foot pitch. 
It is estimated that 175 or 180 revoludons of 
the screw per minute will be the maximum 
speed of the engines. Theoreéticaily the boat 
would be thrust forward 175x12 — 1,980 feet per 
minute; but in a boat built on as fine lines as 
this one, with a long, clear run, an allowance 
of 12 per cent is made for slippage. This 
would leave an actual speed of 1,740 feet a 
minute, running 175 revelutions of the wheel. 
If there were but 150 turns a minute the boat 


the builders say, will be able to attain a speed 


of over nineteen miles an bour. 

The dimensions of the new boat are: Length 
over all 105 feet, length on water line 95 feet, 
beam over ali 24 feet 8 inches, depth 11 feet, 
extreme draft 8 feet 10 . inches, displacement 


201 tons. The pumps, which are being built 


in the East, will be the most powerful ever put 
into such a craft. Two six-inch copper pipes 
run forward from the pumps, one on each side 
of the vessel just above the deck line and in- 
side the woodwork. Forward there are fourteen 
three and one-half inch gates, seven on each 
side, to which bose may be coupled, so that 
fourteen streams may be played from ber at 
once if necessary. The hose will be carried on 
two reels, 500 feet ach, and reel 
is on small wheels 30 that. it de 
run about the deck easily. There 
will be a swivel pipe forward, with a diameter 
of two and a half or three inches, through 
which a single strean? may be thrown 300 feet. 
Chief Swenie believes be could wash an entire 
lumber-yard fire ‘into the river with this 


} Stream. Large tanks are provided to carry 


clear water for the boilers, and when in serv- 
ice one engine will be detailed to supply it 
with fresh water rather than use the filthy 
water found in the North and South Branches. 
The coa!-bunkers allow for thirty tons ot fuel. 
Capt. Cowan, who. is in charge of the present 
fireboat, will command the new one. This 
boat when completed will be stationed where 
the que now in commission is lying—in one of 
the slips in the South Branch in the lumber 
district—and the one now doing duty will go 
out of commission unless it is thought advis- 
able to station it in the main branch of the 
river and hold onto it until next year, when 
it may be possible to build the mate of the 
one now so nearly completed.

religions take care of themselves, social creation 
is made by man, and must be preserved by him. 
Therein lies the true value of education, 
which, like capital, is valuab.e fot the dividends 
it declares. uch time is lostin the earlier years 
of efucation in freeing ourselves from the delu- 
sion that the solution of the question with which 
we must deal is to be drawn from the books we 
have studied. There was never yet a political or 
social precedent which exactly fitted a present 
question. A striking example is the Constitution 
of the United States, the foundations of which 
have broadened and expanded from the moment 
of adoption. E Pluribus Unum” isso far merely 
prophetic; it will take centuries and a process 
of geologic slowness to bring us to our destrmy. 
The first lesson then to the youth whose feet now 
turn to political paths is, Beware of precedents, 
Political principles are variable, and must by the 
nature of society be so. None saw more clcarly 
than Edmund Burke, England's greatest polit- 
ical philosopher, that in politics there are few 
genéral principles. The American youth should 
become beneficially influential in affairs, for the 
hope of any country is in the men who are un- 
der 30 yeirs of age. If they early learn that 
knowledge must be their servant, not their. mas- 
ter; that all battles cannot be victories; that the 
good does not always prevail, but that in 
fact humanity loses many a battle, even 
if if eventually conquers, in its succes- 
sive punic wars—then their relations to the 
times will become immediately beneficient. The 
most dangerous master and the most useful ser- 
vant in this task is political economy. Nearly all 
the teachers of this science have forgotten the 
cardinal doctrine of —2— that an abso- 
lute principle can work despotically only on flxed 
and absolute subject matter. Man, the subject 
matter of political economy, is variable; he has 
weaknesses, diseases, individual and social, in- 
equalities, failings, and sins; all these multiplied 
million-fold by that complicated mass called so- 
ciety. This is why the policyof laissez-faire is so 
erroneous. It is a plea for the survival of the fittest; 
for the strongest male to take possession of the 
herd, by a pragess of extermination. This con- 
ception of the divine right of property drives 
Herbert Spencer to say that government is 
mere ogee immé@ral as it exists, because of evil 
and by evil. Not less shocking is the utterance 
of Hartmann, that God was unhappy from the 
beginning, and is so yet, because of the cureless 
imperfections of the Moral universe. Thus ab- 
stract science, starting with the freedom of the 
individual as a postulate, ends in an oligarchy 
of property-hdiders and the political 
deification of mammon. The mortal puts on 
immortality and becomes a corporation. The 
8 becomes its committee, the Judge its 
ster, the Executive its puppet, the bar its 
pander, the pulpit its apoloyist, the laborer its 
vassal, and the States its prey. It lays its iron 
meshes over the people, and they flutter beneath. 
And then comes the pert dogmatist and says: 
“ Laissez faire; the bull apis is holy; let the 
Attest survive.“ These doctors of absolute po- 
litical principles will not see that an oligarchy 
has arisen in the very midst of the modern State; 
@ true simujacrum of the Roman Repub- 
lic; Whose forms were so 1 preserved 
by Augustus. There is an instability in our 
political system which must be remedied by the 
— men. They are the near future raging to 
come the present. But to these’ practical 
thoughts comes another—the world of mind, of 
thought, of eternal self, of which each man is 
lord. Here 8 materialize all the past; your 
friends are the denizens of all the ages: They 
care nothing for the mutations of this little day 
of time shut in between the nights of birth and 
death. Calm, beneficent, shining, and majestic, 
they guide your life like natal stars, and endow 
you with their immortal powers.

DRUNK OR INSANE. 


@ Little Medical Training Would Be a Good 
Thing for Patrolmen—Perils of a Sick 
Man Who Finds His Way Into a Police 
Station. 5 
A young fellow giving the name of Edward 

Killrane was arrested in the Twenty-second 

Street District Wednesday by Officer Shau- 


nessy. From the crazy antics of the fellow 
Shaunessy was unable to decide whether he 
was drunk or mad, or both, and compromised 
by booking bim for disorderiy.“ Justice 
Meech was also unable to decide the question, 
and ordered Kill;ane tobe held for examinh- 
tion as to his sanity by the County Physician. 

Although there is nothing to complain of in 
the action of the officers in this case, it will do 
no harm in this connection to draw attention to 
the fact that officers occasionally make the 
mistake of arresting people who are sick or en- 
feebied or wanderitig in their wits, mistaking 
this for drunkenness and treating the prisoner 
accordingly. The fact that cases ot sunstroke 
or other illness resulting from or aggravated 
by the hot weather May be frequent during 
the coming three months makes this warning 
timely. Fer a sick or baif-crazy man or wom- 
an to be thrust into a cell and left alone, un- 
seen and uncared for in the dark for twelve or 
fifteen or twenty bours, until it is time for the 
court to hear the case, is a pos- 
sivdie condition of things that may at any 
time result in the most serious consequences. 
This would only happen in case the arresting 
officer made the mistake referred to. Lieut.

“If the officer made a mistake the lockup- 
keeper would probably find it out—he sees all 
tne prisoners as they. come in, replied Arch.

More About Goodwine Station and the Chi- 
engo & Eastern [Illinois Railroad. 

MILFORD, III., June 23.—|Editor of The 
Tribune. |—I notice in your issue of June 19 
an article dated Goodwine, III. - June 18, signed 
“A Republican, charging the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners with neglect of 
duty; also Mr. Lyford’s reply to the same, in 
which he states his company was never under 
any obligations to provide an agent for Good- 
wine Station or contribute anything to its 
maintenance. The whole trouble arose out of 
a petty quarrel between two of the directors 
of the Wellington Branch, each of whom was 
anxious to have the station near his own prop- 
erty.

station where the Station of Goodwin is lo- 


cated; he also knew those subscribers refused 


to pay that subscription until the railroad com- 
pany complied with its part of the contract. 
Mr. Lytord also knows that the railroad com- 
pany had not a legal title to the richt of way 
for some distance, and that it was about to be 
enjoined from building said railroad on ac- 
count of said defective title: and that a com- 
promise was made between myself and the 
Strawn & Indiana State Line Railroad Company 
(now called Wellington Branch).

THE PUSTAL B.OTHERHOOD. 


One of Its Members Explains Its Objects 
and Purposes—Postmaster-General Vilas’ 
Duplicity. * 

A railway postal clerk, who says he is a 
member of the brotherhood whose uneartbing 
gave Postmaster-General Vilas so severe a 
shock a week ago and caused the discharge of 
some twenty-odd postal clerks, has written a 
letter to Tun TrispuNne defending the brother- 
hood as the only effective way old clerks can 
prevent themselves from being dispiaced by 
Democrats just as rapidly as the service will 
permit.“ It is charged that the order of Mr. 
Vilas, dated March 31, 1885, in which it was 
promised the men need have no fear of being 
disturbed so long as they continue to render 
meritorious and faithful service, supplement- 
ed by the notice of J. B. Gwin, Superintendent 
of the Fifth Division, R. M. S., in which Mr. 
Vilas’ promises were reiterated, has been re 
peatediy broken, and that aow removals are 
being made just as ravidly as possible. “If 
this had been announced,” tae writer says, 
then the clerks would have, in many instances, 
secured other employment, but he issued 
this special-notice letter unlooked for and with- 
out solicitation on the part of the clerks. Now 
when a clerk is removed be is branded at home 
as being either dishonest or inefficient, as the 
public at large think the Postmaster-General is 
complying strictly with his letter. Superin- 
teudent Burt of che Fifto Division was re- 
moved because be refused to comply with an 
order of Vilas to recommend 150 for dismissal, 
and many other removals have been made 
wholly without any cause whatever. This or- 
ganization was effected in order. Mr. Vilas 
might be assisted in dom just what be volun- 
tarily agreed todo. It is not the intention to 
ask ior a clerk’s reinstatement when upon in- 
vestigation there appears sufficieat cause for 
removal. Nor were there any misrepresen- 
tations made in securing members to join 
the order in Chicago, although it is now 
said there were by one or more members who 
kept the department posted as to progress day 
by day, and who should be publicly denounced 
as perjurers. There are clerks in the service 
who wiil resort to any dishonorable means to 
be retained, and who delight in seeing other 
clerks removed. 

“Every clerk should join the organization,” 
the letter continues, *‘and stand firm, and 
show the Hon. Postmaster-General that we 
propose to require of him the fuifiilment of 
his promise, the same as one business-man 
would demand the fulfillment of a contract of 
another. Then the object of our organiza- 
tion shall have been accomplished. The de- 
partment cannot possibly live and do business 


without the old clerks, and they should ali or- 
ganize and demand the reinstatement of the.
